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Students and the Great Outdoors: Hands-on learning

Imagine a leaming environment without walls and 
doors and 50-minute time periods; an outdoor class- 
room which has the potential to teach children by 
allowing them to teach themselves. This is the vision 
of two people who saw a natural collaboration which 
would provide inter-disciplinary learning in a “hands 
on” setting. 

Although Chet Budzyinski, Central Lake High 
Schoo! Principal, and Susan Edwards, education chair 
on the Grass River Natural Area Board, have jokingly 
disagreed in the past over who actually launched the 
collaboration, Edwards wanted to set the record right. 

“The idea was conceived by Chet,” she stated. The 
idea that the school has generated is a “perfect set-up 
” for Grass River, according to Edwards, “a real win- 
win situation.” 

It all began with Budzynski looking for a way to get 
“hands-on” education across the curriculum. Because 
Edwards did at one time teach at Central Lake, the 
connection between Grass River and the school was 
a natural one. 

The Grass River Natural Area borders the Grass 
River which flows between Lake Bellaire and Clam 
Lake, and is just a quick 12-mile bus ride from the 
school. The area covers 1,100 acres comprised of 17 
individual parcels of land. It is a county park so it is 
overseen by the county commissioners but is run by 
an all-volunteer board. The board’s mission is a 
simple but very important one: to foster appreciation 
and understanding of the environment by providing 
educational opportunities to conserve resources. 

“Our original proposal to Grass River was that if we 


want young people to know and understand science. 


and the environment than we ought to make them 
responsible for it,” said Budzynski. “We have ap- 
proached the Grass River Board and proposed that 
they designate a piece of land for the students to 
explore and then report back to the board with their 
recommendations how best to utilize it. If we can do 
that, then we can teach the kids commitment and 
protection of the environment.” Budzynski com- 
pared that proposal with an example of a speaker who 
comes to the school for the day and talks of protecting 
the environment, but after the presentation is over and 
the speaker is gone, most of the kids have lost the 
message. 

At this time, however, the school has not received 
a final commitment on how and if they are going to be 
assigned a piece of land. Those details are to be in the 
works during the next few weeks.

“We are in the deciding stages of giving land to the 
school,” said Edwards. 

So how does this program expand to include every 
discipline taught in a school day? That is a difficult 
question to answer as the program is still in its 
infancy. The ideas, however, are plentiful. Science 
teachers Linda Denny and Eric Boyce have taken 
their students on field trips to Grass River both last 
year and this fall. With the Grass River Board’s main 
emphasis being education, the plan was to get the 
students “hooked” and then broaden the project from 
there. “The kids have been great,” commented Boyce. 


CHECKING OUT what kinds of organisms 
are living in the Grass River are some of Linda 
Denny's seventh-graders. 


“They are very enthusiastic.” 

“Chet really wants the kids to be on their own with 
this project,” saide Boyce of the principal. “It is the 
belief that if the students plan the project then obvi- 
ously it will conform to their interests and involve 
what they feel they need to learn about.” The idea is 
to not teach them but let them learn in a way that is 
meaningful to them personally.” 

When Budzynski and Edwards started laying the 
groundwork last fall for this project between Grass 
River Natural Area and the school, their idea was to 
design a three-to-four year program. If the Grass 
River Board sees all the benefits of giving the students 
responsibility for a piece of land, the students will get 
an opportunity to make some very important deci- 
sions and perform many essential tasks. 

Edwards, along with Budzynski and some of the 
teachers at Central Lake, has set some high goals for

these students. There is an obvious need for funding 
for this program to be successful. The students would 
do all the financial planning and would need to be in 
constant communication with the Grass River Board, 
requiring them to use effective writing and verbal 

skills. Once their project was complete and it was time 
to make recommendations to the board regarding land 
management, the students would have to develop 
arguments with supporting rationale, and present 
those arguments in a well-organized and thoughtful 
manner. 

“We want to work towards real answers to real 
questions,” added Edwards. 

“We are all very excited about what this project 
could turn out to be,” commented Boyce. “Chet really 
supports teachers with innovations in terms of leam- 
ing.” And while Boyce and Denny have really been 
the only teachers so far to be actively involved with 
Grass River, the word has been spread. All of the 
teachers know about the program and have been given 
suggestions about what they can do in their class- 
rooms to create their niche in this broad project, but 
according to Boyce, the teachers need to come to- 
gether as a staff and plan inter-disciplinary activities. 

Perhaps most obvious will be putting the students’ 
biology and chemistry knowledge to the test with 
habitat studies, population studies, and water quality 
tests. 

“But this project is definitely a lot more than sci- 
ence,” commented Budzynski. 

In addition to science experiments, the students 
who have visited the area have used the peace and 
quiet to make joumal entries and have also expressed 
themselves through painting. 

In order for the kids to fully understand the land 
they are looking at now, it is necessary for them to 
study local history. They need to understand the Na- 
tive American people who at one time inhabited the 
area and also to find answers to obvious topographical 
changes. Why and how was the area logged? Why is 
the river full of sand? 

Besides investigating the history of the area, the 
students will also research present day activities in the 
area, primarily pedestrian traffic along nature walks 
and the considerable boat traffic down the river. 

The actual planning for this collaboration is still 
quite tentative. But the students themselves are mak- 
ing plans to visit Grass River again. The activity this 
time? Winter camping. Such an outing will require 
considerable teamwork — and in this way reflects the 
spirit with which the joint project was begun.

Give up the “cancer sticks,”

The American Cancer Society’s Great American 
Smokeout is an upbeat, good-natured effort to en- 
courage smokers to give up cigarettes for 24 hours, if 
only to prove to themselves that they can. Some quit 
for good. 

- Each year the Great American Smokeoutis held on 
the third Thursday of November. This year’s date is 
Nov. 18, tomorrow. 

Thousands have given up smoking, but there are 
still too many deaths from cancer and heart disease 
attributable to smoking each year. 

“I gave up smoking because I couldn't breathe and 
I was coughing. It was affecting my health,” said 
Vickie Swartz, who lives in Mancelona but works at 
A-1 Sanitation in Kalkaska. 

Swartz said she couldn’t ride a bike nor do many of 
the things she wanted to do while smoking an average 
of two packs of cigarettes a day. So she quit, cold 
turkey, Feb. 7, 1991. 

She had been to the White Pine Stampede the 
weekend before and watched people older than her- 
self skiing 50 kilometers. “I knew I couldn’t ski 50 
yards and so I quit smoking,” she explained. 

It wasn’t the first time she had quit, but this time she 
feels it is for good. 

Swartz quit about six times previously for various

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lengths of time — from one day to one year. She began. 
smoking occasionally as a teenager and smoking 
heavily in her 20s. 

On more than one occasion she tried cutting down 
and attended two seminars. She quit for a week 
following one seminar and for a month after another. 

Two and a half years ago, Swartz just ran out of 
cigarettes and didn’t buy any more. She “just quit.” 

“It’s all in the smoker’s mind,” stated Swartz. “You 
have to want to quit.” 

She said, it just seems like you’re going to go crazy, 
but that comes more from thinking about quitting than 
actually quitting. 

“Once the mind set is right, it isn’t that bad,” she 
observed. 

“I did find that I could not do those things I normally 
did for quite a while,” she continued, “I had to change 
my moming routine. My moming coffee and a ciga- 
rette went together. I had to cut out my moming 
coffee.” 

She used to sew a lot, and while she sewed she 
always smoked. For several months she couldn’t sew 
because that was a trigger for her body to want a 
cigarette. 

“T just had to eliminate those associations tempo- 
rarily.” 

She changed her habits. If she went to a restaurant, 
she made sure she sat in the non-smoking section. 

“I went to places where I knew I couldn’t smoke 


Helping a smoker to quit 


Know someone who 
wants to quit smoking? En- 
courage your friend or 
loved one to join the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society’s Great 
American Smokeout Nov.

“Quitters need a lot of 
support from the people 
around them,” said Dale 
Lantzer, Kalkaska’s Ameri- 
can Cancer Society presi- 
dent.

“anyway,” she said. “It very quickly changed. over so 
Thad an aversion to smoking, rather than an attraction 
tO it.” 

Her rewards have been great. She c can now breathe 
more easily and no longer coughs. 

“When you're smoking you don’t realize how bad 
you smell, I don’t smell like the bottom of an ash tray 
now,” Swartz commented. 

“I generally have a better feeling of being healthy 
and not having to worry about offending other people,” 
she said, noting it has become socially unacceptable 
to smoke. 

She admitted she did gain a little weight, but said, 
“I don’t think that’s too high a price to pay.” 

Her advice to others is, “If you are going to try and 
quit smoking, the main thing is not to give up.” 

“I know I’ve quit this time for good. Ihave no desire 
to go back to it,” she concluded. “Keep on quitting 
really works.”

“It’s real frustrating,” 
she said, “because it’s what 
I was working for the 
whole time.” 

But Tina Richards has 
experience rising above 
and coping with disap- 
pointments in her life. 

The divorce of her par- 
ents, the injury of her fa- 
ther in an electrical acci- 
dent and the troubled lives 
of some of her siblings 
would be discouraging to 
the most positive outlook. 

But Richards seems to gain strength and become more 
capable with each new challenge. 

She cares for her disabled father, cooks dinner every 
evening for her grandmother and nurtures a menagerie 
of dogs, cats and occasional injured wildlife. 

She maintains a strong B average and has been an 
outstanding basketball, volleyball and track team mem- 
ber throughout high school. 

She has the admiration of teachers, coaches and other 
students alike. 

“She’s a really neat kid,” said basketball coach Steve 
Hines. He encouraged her to switch to cross country this 
year instead of being on the basketball team. 

Even though she would have been a starter on the 
team, Hines felt the cross country was in her best 
interest, where she could achieve the most. 

“She has an awful lot of talent and willingness to work 
hard.

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Richards shrugged. 

It made the workouts more tedious, especially as 
members of the high school boys team improved their 
times and pulled ahead of Richards. 

Then when the junior high team stopped training, 
Richards found herself running practices all alone. 

“It gets pretty old,” she admitted. 

Richards has been running track since the eighth- 
grade. Last spring, she broke school records in the 800 
and 1600 meter events. 

The longer events were where she really began to 
excel, although she testifies that she doesn’t enjoy the 
long races. 

“It’s hard to keep your mind set. You tell yourself 
you’re not tired, when you really are,” Richards said 
with a grin. 

Watching her run, though, it’s hard to believe she ever 
tires. She moves gracefully along, giving no indication 
of the remarkable speed of her pace. 

And pace herself she must. 

“I don’t like to be behind anyone,” she says, explain- 
ing that she has to fight her nerves and her impulse to 
push way ahead early in the three-mile race. 

Richards knows it’s better strategy to let someone else 
pull the pace at first, but it still makes her nervous if 
anyone gets too far ahead. 

Richards will stay in shape over the winter with more 
running — a meet in Ann Arbor that could lead to inter-
